Ghosts In The Machine

Are you wanting to do some paranormal research on your own or 
are you just interested in the subject and want to know more? 
Today, there is an easy way to access the Supernatural realm and to 
gain information that you might need and it costs less than you 
might think (and in some areas, it is free!) . Everywhere across 
the country, indeed across the globe, people are discovering the 
wealth of knowledge on the Internet and through it, on the World 
Wide Web. 

What is the Internet and how can it help, you ask? The 
Internet is just a large collection of computer networks that are 
linked together over phone and fiber-optic lines. To get onto the 
Net, as it is called, all you need to do is have a computer, a 
modem (the higher the speed the better) , and a link to an online 
service (like CompuServe or America Online), or a local network 
(there are many of these, while they are cheaper than the BIG 
THREE, they are limited), or a commercial service provider (like 
AT&T) . You will also need a software program called a Web Browser, 
of which Netscape is by far the most popular and can be obtained 
free of charge from most providers and often in Net magazines. 

Once you have all of this, you are ready to start "surfing" 
the Internet into a land of strange and bizarre phenomena, alien 
abduction, ghosts, hauntings, UFO's and other links to the 
unexplained. While traveling on the Information Superhighway, be 
sure to watch out for the pitfalls and dangers along the way. Here 
are some handy tips to follow: 

1. The title of a web site does NOT necessarily mean what you 
think it might. Example: Title - Ghosts/Machine has nothing to do 
with Ghosts but with a rock band. 

2. Some web sites may connect you to places you do NOT want 
to be. 

3. ALT. sites - These sites can be fun, but a bit of caution 
may be in order here. Anyone can set up an Alt.newsgroup site and 
it shows with the many crazy subjects and discussions. Someone 
once told me that ALT stood for Anarchists, Lunatics and 
Terrorists, so take everything you see here with a grain of salt.

A ghost, or spirit could simply be a recently departed love 
one coming to say goodbye, or to comfort you in your sorrow. It 
may be letting you know that it is all right. 

When people have a psychic vision or see an apparition, they 
often become frightened by such experiences, because they come so 
unexpectedly. Psychic experiences are perfectly normal and more 
common than you realize. Nevertheless, not all people who 
experience one, would welcome it happening again.

It 
was then that Lucy told me her story in confidence. It sounded 
something like this: 

"J had been neglecting the housework and the laundry was piled 
high. My husband had asked for his favorite shirt, which was still 
in the hamper. I decided right then, that it was time for me to 
get on with my life and to take care of my daily responsibilities. 
So, I gathered up the laundry and proceeded to the basement. I had 
gone down the stairs only halfway, when the apparition of my dead 
son appeared, coming up the stairs toward me. When we came face to 
face, I yelled, 'Go back, go back, you're dead...go back!' 

"Suddenly, in a flash, the vision was gone. I then sat on one 
of the steps and cried bitterly for a good half hour, becoming 
extremely angry with myself for shouting at my dead son. I could 
have screamed! When I regained my composure, I got up and went to 
tell my husband what happened. He didn't say a word, but nodded as 
I spoke and gave me a hug. " 

Lucy went on to tell me that she didn't feel she could share 
her experience with anyone else. She was under the irtpression they 
would think that she was crazy, or so overcome with grief, that she 
was now seeing things. 

When I asked her why she chose to tell me about her 
experience, she said that a mutual friend had told her about my 
abilities. She found out that since my last near-death experience. 
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I had acquired the ability to communicate with the dead. She went 
on to tell me how happy she was that I decided to call. Lucy said 
that it gave her an opportunity to talk about her experience and 
get my interpretation of what happened to her. 

I told her that her son did not come to frighten her, but to 
comfort and reassure her he was all right. I then asked her if 
there was some reason he chose to come face to face with her, 
rather than stand off in the distance. If she thought that he was 
possibly saying something by his actions. There was dead silence 
on the line as Lucy thought over what I said. 

Suddenly, she yelled, "I know, I know! He came face to face 
with me because he wanted to make sure I knew it was him and not my 
imagination. There is no way I could have mistaken him for anyone 
else. His appearance was as real to me as if he stood there in the

Lucy finally realized that she had been thinking about how 
much her son had suffered, when he chose that moment in time to 
appear to her. He appeared simply to remind her that it was all 
over and she no longer had to worry herself sick about him. She 
still had to grieve his loss, but, now she could find peace in 
knowing he was with God. 

I told Lucy that she was wise not to discuss her first 
experience with just anyone. People who don't understand can be 
really mean, and say things that can hurt. They can also 
discourage you from "fine tuning" your psychic abilities, should 
you reveal that desire. 

Although Lucy did not express a desire to, I still tried my 
best to encourage her to read books on the subject, and the 
experiences of others. I knew that should she do so, she would be 
more comfortable with her next experience should she have one. I 
was hoping that later, she'd decide to develop this gift and could 
help someone else because of her new found knowledge. 
Unfortunately, it did not happen! 

Now, should you see a ghost, don't panic I It could simply be 
Aunt Mary coming to say goodbye, or to comfort you in your sorrow. 
Should you not know the reason for her visit, do not be afraid to 
reach out. There are plenty of true psychics out there, more than 
willing to encourage you on your path to enlightenment.

The building looks forlorn and like some well bred lady 
doesn't show her true age. Few know that the hotel was one of the 
oldest structures in the Ojai Valley. But the age and history was 
not known to the group that gathered that night. Their goal was to 
discover if the building was haunted! The ghost hunt took place 
years ago and has not been published before, out of respect to the 
owners. But, with the passage of time, the restrictions have 
melted away and the revelations of that night can at last go before 
the public. 

Debbie Christenson Senate was the psychic member of the team, 
Mr. Brian Black acted as sound expert, Pat Fry took on the role of 
historian, Kay Rolfe headed the video crew and I, Richard Senate, 
acted as team leader. We were joined that night by owner/manager 
Mary Nelson. 

It was historian and author, Ms. Pat Fry, who first alerted me 
to the set of strange events that prompted the all-night ghost hunt 
at the popular bed and breakfast inn. There were accounts of odd 
dreams and strange feelings manifested within the hotel. They were 
not serious events and none seemed harmful, but it was enough to 
organize a team to investigate the rumors of a ghost. 

As in all cases, Debbie insisted upon not being told anything 
of the history of the site. I had made arrangements for the 
investigation over the phone and had only limited knowledge of the 
building and the recorded events. Debbie toured the rooms of the 
inn. She took each room slowly, feeling the energies that they 
held. She would close her eyes while the images came to her of 
other times and other places. When she began telling of what she 
saw I was hard pressed to keep up with her with pad and pen. She 
detected a terrible depression in one room and a strange chocking 
feeling in one of the closets. As she walked the hallway she heard 
the faint sounds of children laughing and talking. I heard 
nothing, but noted her comments in my log book. 

At midnight a seance was held in the parlor. Debbie acted as 
the medium that night and a voice came forward who claimed to be 
the restless spirit of a suicide victim named "John”. The angry 
spirit was filled with hate and reluctant to leave the place. 
Before the seance, Debbie held a silver ring owned by Ms. Kay 
Rolfe. In a demonstration of psychometry, she told the astonished 
woman the ring had belonged to her beloved grandmother I Ms. Rolfe 
admitted that she had gone to many psychics over the years, but 
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none had been able to give such a clear reading. 

Debbie and the team toured the seven-room inn a second time. 
Now, one of the rooms was strangely cold and Debbie felt the 
presence of an older woman in a black dress. The seance and late 
night tour was video-taped by the crew. It was late when we 
retired for the night. Debbie was exhausted from the ordeal of the 
seance and slept soundly in the plush brass bed in our room. I was 
tense and alert for any movement or shadow. Still, in time, I 
drifted off into a dreamless state that ended abruptly with the sun 
streaming in the second floor window and the smell of coffee and 
bacon. 

The others had reported no supernatural events that night and 
a review of the tape recorders set up caught only the snoring of 
the sound expert as he slept. Oddly enough the videos didn't turn 
out, as if something had somehow kept them from working. 

It was that morning we learned of a man who had long ago taken 
his life in the room, in which we had been staying. He hung 
himself in the closet in an act that must have been slow and 
chocking. 

As for the sounds of laughing children: The building was first 
constructed in 1879 as the first school in the Ojai Valley. One of 
the first teachers was Agnes Howe. Maybe she is the old woman who 
Debbie felt in the upper rooms? Over the years, it was expanded 
upon and had several different functions, lastly being converted 
into a hotel by Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Cataldo in 1947. Though the 
phenomena reported are not strong, and the ghost hunt failed to 
gather evidence that the historic structure is haunted, the 
memories of her past are indeed present and with a little 
imagination the past is just around the corner, down the hall, 
first door on the right. The old hotel, like a grand dame, still 
holds her secrets and mysteries.

Jim Beam was a lawyer with a taste for liquor, occultism and 
women. All too frequently he managed to find all three in the same 
person--or at least in the same place. Unfortunately, his 
enthusiasm for filing tax returns was somewhat limited. As a trial 
lawyer, he should have known better. He died of a heart attack 
while a prisoner on the honor farm of a Federal penitentiary. His 
friends and acquaintances had no reason to expect to hear more of 
him. That was approximately ten years ago. Actual names and dates 
on file. 

In 1995, Schwalm received a report that Beam was haunting his 
former residence. The report came not from Beam's widow, but from 
the successor in ownership of the property who had deduced the 
identity of the ghost in her house from a family photo that had 
been left behind by the widow in question. She had purchased the 
house in the 1980s, and had experienced minor phenomena almost from 
the time she moved in.

She 
finally realized that Beam might be there as a ghost. She called 
out loud to him, 'Jim, give me a sign if you are here.' Soon 
afterwards, her front porch light, which had not worked for six 
months, started working. But that was not all. She had seen him 
as a fully-formed figure and several of her guests had as well. 
Usually, the manifestations were of a friendly, even too friendly, 
nature. Once, while she was in bed, he appeared as a swirling form 
with a skull-like head. She then tried the usual remedy of trying 
to find out what he wanted by consulting a Ouija board--as if a 
trial lawyer would be likely to submit to a cross-examination. The 
results were totally negative. But why should a person who died 
peacefully of natural causes haunt his own former house which had 
been sold by his widow? 

Schwalm contacted Beam's former paralegal for a possible 
answer to that question. He was not too surprised to find that the 
circumstances of death were not entirely peaceful. It seems that 
Beam had been complaining to the authorities for four hours of 
heart pains before he collapsed. They then called for an 
ambulance. It appeared with no oxygen mask on board. Death 
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folloQ®^g^^^ij,cumstances were not good. His appeal to keep his law 
"ticket" had been denied. The lawyer who took over his practice 
had embezzled and become an alcoholic himself. His wife had not 
utilized the house he had deeded to h®^^^%^^ticipated. She had 
remarried a person of a different faith who then had attack 

himself. The marriage was mysteriously annulled. The paraleg 
had seen Beam walking downtown with his cane as if he had important 
business to attend to. The books were not closed. 

A meditation circle attempted to contact Beam and received the 
following statement: "I am investigating...! will appeal to 
higher court...”

You know I've been involved in paranormal research for a good 
number of years now, and I've heard some weird and wonderful tales. 
The majority of individuals who contact me regarding a case, 
usually do so by phone, however, earlier this year, two ladies 
(mother and daughter) arrived on my doorstep asking to see me in 
regard to the fact that they felt that their house was haunted. I 
invited them in, my kids, or rather "rug rats" as I fondly call 
them, were lying about the living room floor watching T.V. I sat 
both ladies down on the settee, moments later, the daughter upon 
relating some of the strange events that were occurring in her 
house, burst out crying, which even although I could see why in the 
light of what she was telling me, was quite embarrassing. My rug 
rats attention was then diverted from the T.V. screen and onto this 
strange unknown lady who had never been in the house before, had 
arrived to see their father, and was now suddenly in tears before 
them. 

I calmed this young lady down and she finished telling me that 
(a) she and her son aged 8, had moved into the house seven years 
ago, (this house was in my home town of Tullibody and wasn't too 
far away from where I stay). The house itself was fairly new, and 
had only been up for around 13 to 14 years. (b) It was only over 
the past few months that strange things had started to happen. 
Janet's (pseudonym) bedroom would suddenly go very cold, she 
experienced a clear and distinct change in temperature. The family 
cat would run away into corners of the home with it's fur all 
sticking up. (c) On one occasion, Janet noticed a distinct 
depression on the bottom part of her bed as she was lying in it one 
night. It was as if someone had just sat down at the foot of the 
bed. This upset her no end. 

(d) She told me that her son, aged 8, was found one night 
sitting out in the front garden, he cannot remember how he got 
there. All the house doors were locked, Janet found this very 
strange. (e) One night Janet saw a tall thin man standing at the 
foot of her bed, who, after a few seconds, just simply disappeared! 
The following night, two "men" appeared in her bedroom in which 
again after a period of seconds, they both melted away. Janet 
informed me that she has never seen either of these "men" before, 
(f) Things were moved in her home from their normal position, like 
ornaments of which she couldn't understand how this could be. On 
one occasion, she walked into her bedroom, and a bed-side lamp was 
found lying on the floor with the light bulb broken. Numerous 
other strange things continued to occur throughout the home and her 
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health soon began to suffer. 

Janet had read an article about SPI (Strange Phenomena 
Investigations) in the local Alloa Advertiser Newspaper and decided 
that it would be a good idea to get in touch with us and see if SPI 
could offer her any assistance. Then Alloa Advertiser passed on to 
her my phone number, and she took the step of getting in touch with 
me. Upon listening to Janet's story in my home, it became clear 
that SPI really should become involved, and I immediately phoned 
fellow researcher Billy Devlin and also a psychic medium to inform 
that we had a case on. 

The Investigation. 

The night arrived (7 February 1995), and joining our 
investigation was trainee researcher Kevin Rennie. After gathering 
some further information from Janet, her mother and father, we set 
about unpacking our equipment (such as it is!) The family, like 
most families in cases such as these, give SPI free reign of their 
home for our investigation whilst they take steps to seek out 
alternative overnight accommodation with friends or other family 
members. SPI researchers occupied various rooms throughout the 
night, and the following is but a brief account of what our psychic 
medium picked up during our investigation. 

Our psychic saw a man appear to her (unseen by both Kevin, 
Billy and I) in the living room. He had droopy eyes and had a 
shimmering effect all around him. Still in the living room, our 
psychic saw a head and shoulders suddenly appear, after which a 
heavy oppressive atmosphere was experienced. Billy Devlin at this 
point, claimed he saw something like a photographic negative above 
our psychic's head as she sat in a chair. This vision later melted 
away. A short while later, our psychic saw a small woman appear to 
her who had a small mouth in which she could clearly see this 
woman's teeth protruding out from her mouth. Only the head of this 
woman was seen, no body, arms or legs were observed. Moments 
later, our psychic saw swirling lights in the room (unseen by the 
rest of us). 

At 12:10 am, we moved upstairs and occupied Janet's bedroom. 
The temperature on Billy's electronic temperature gauge, read 64.8. 
In this room, our psychic heard an old Scots song being sung, a 
song with the words, 'Bonnie Wee Jeanie McColl' in it. Our psychic 
also saw a circle of light above her head. What follows is a run 
down of information obtained by our psychic medium. 

There was a message, something about the boy next door. At 
this point our psychic stated that her ankles were becoming 
extremely cold, and of which one foot in particular was freezing. 
She then saw four spirit people in front of her and the name Agnus 
was brought forward and also the name Peter. Our psychic said that 
these four spirit people cannot believe that she could see them. 
Then our psychic experienced a sensation as if the bedroom wardrobe 
was going to fall on top of her, thankfully it did not. But taking 
no chances, she moved from her sitting position on the floor onto 
the bed. No sooner had she laid down on the bed, then she began to 
experience a feeling as if she was suffering from pleurisy or 
pneumonia. The names Eleanor, Sarah and Betsy were also brought 
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forward from spirit. 

More of the Unusual. 

Then our psychic heard someone crying and saying, "What should 
I do? The cold, the pain". Then she heard someone talking about 
insurance, death insurance! She then, in her minds eye, saw a body 
wrapped in a black bag lying on a stretcher with a policeman 
standing nearby. Then the word money suddenly appeared in front of 
her eyes. Then she heard a women say, "Help me, God help me, 
forgive me" . The name Bessie or Betsy was given out at this point. 
Our psychic asked, "Why do you need help?" The answer given was, 
"Lost child". Then our psychic saw a black Scottie dog which had 
a silver chain around its neck. "The dog is being walked", she 
said. "But I can't see by who. Wait, it's a man with a white cane 
walking the dog. He isn't blind. Now he's talking about the 
river!" Our psychic asked, "Has the boy drowned there?" Her reply 
was, "No, look after the child" At this point our psychic saw 
shimmering lights all around her, (unseen by the rest of us) . 
Suddenly our psychic felt most unwell and complained of a sickly 
feeling. 

Starry Experience! 

Working in the psychic field makes me wonder what one will 
experience next. In a prior case I was touched on the hand by a 
ghost. Expectancy raises the level of awareness, and being in yet 
another alleged haunted house, well expectancy was high, especially 
in light of what our psychic medium had already related to us. Now 
being touched on the hand by a ghost was one thing, but seeing 
stars in front of your eyes is another! Let me explain. After we 
had completed our work in Janet's bedroom, we then moved into 
Janet's son's bedroom, Mark (pseudonym) aged 8. Although the 
feeling in the top hall was somewhat oppressive, (or was it just 
me) when we entered Mark's bedroom, it was really just like any 
other 8-year-old's room. Manchester United pictures adorned the 
walls. Jigsaw's games and puzzles littered the floor. Pretty 
ordinary stuff. 

Suddenly our psychic shouted out, "Look at your hands, look at 
your hands". Billy, Kevin and I, immediately looked down at our 
hands and were absolutely gobsmacked at what we saw, (apart that is 
from Kevin, because he never saw it). For as I looked down at my 
hands, all I could see was a multitude of tiny white pin pricks of 
light all moving up and down and around my hands. I turned my 
hands over and it was the same. Simply incredible. I have no 
other words for it. I asked the psychic, "What is it?" And she 
replied, "It's the psychic energy, pure psychic energy". I looked 
into Billy's hands, it was the same. I then looked into our 
psychic's hands, again the same. I also saw the same effect in 
Kevin's hands. I asked Kevin if he could see it, and incredibly he 
replied that he could not. I couldn't believe it, this was so 
clear, so plain that it was impossible for him not to see it. Yet, 
he said that he couldn't! I looked around the darkened room, one 
could plainly see it everywhere. This incredible effect lasted 
only a few minutes or so, and, as quick as it came, it was gone. 
For me, this was exhilarating stuff, and makes the study and 
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research of such cases all the more fascinating. 

But a bigger surprise was to cornel 

The following piece of information that our psychic obtained, 
was, to put it mildly, quite incredible and something that I'd 
never dreamed of would happen in an investigation such as this. I 
know that what I'm about to relate won't be accepted by certain 
people, indeed, I find it hard to believe myself. Nonetheless, and 
for what it's worth, not long after the episode with the multitude 
of tiny white lights and the excitement had died down, our psychic 
started to receive a quite incredible message. 

Apparently all the things that had been occurring in the house 
were centered around Janet's son. But the thing is, it had nothing 
to do with people who had passed into the spirit world and were, if 
you like, looking over him. No, our psychic said, wait for 

it.it was Extraterrestrials who were ensuring that their boy 

was alright. That he belonged to them and that they were looking 
in on him! Billy, Kevin and I looked at each other in disbelief. 
Out of all the cases that SPI had worked on, never once had 
anything of this nature been brought forward. There was no reason 
in the world for our psychic to lie and concoct a story such as 
this. She was reliable, whole-heartedly honest and someone of whom 
I would personally trust my life with. 

The message went on to say from this communicator, that the 
boy was one of them, after which the communicator said, "Leaving 
tomorrow because our work is done!" Our psychic then saw tears 
forming in his eyes. His head, she said, was large. It was also 
tanned and feathered!!! 

Without a doubt, this type of information could not be related 
to the mother, (who incidentally was a single parent). SPI Enigmas 
hopes to provide further information regarding this investigation 
as well as some of the other points of this most interesting 
communication, in a future issue. Usually in cases such as this 
when SPI are called out to alleged haunted houses, we usually 
collect psychically, as much information as possible as to who is 
behind the disturbances, then make steps to move these earth-bound 
spirits on. Clearly in this case things were different, and as 
such, SPI did not carry out this cleansing process at the home, 
deciding otherwise to monitor the situation and see what, if 
anything would transpire. What our psychic did say to this entity 
or whatever it was, was to please hold back and stop these 
occurrences from happening in the family home. This, we were told, 
was agreed upon. But wait, what about all the other information 
that was obtained from this investigation, the names, the visions 
of people, etc? 

The Situation improves. 

Later, when we spoke to Janet, and informed her, to a point on 
how we got on in her home, she could, (as well as her mother who I 
spoke to), take some of the names mentioned to her of whom our 
psychic obtained. We can only surmise that when this intelligence, 
entity or whatever came through, some form of portal or dimensional 
window opened up. Heavy stuff I know but a presentable 
possibility. Like I said earlier, I am convinced of the 
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reliability of SPI' s psychic medium, and she had no reason to 
invent such a tale. Indeed, I think when all's said and done, she 
was more surprised than anyone when this information came forward. 
But then again, one must adopt the other possibility that perhaps 
she was being given false information from spirit from some lower 
astral entities. This is only speculation however and not fact. 

After monitoring the position for a few weeks, we learned that 
Janet was more than happy to stay in her home. No more cold spots 
or terrible feelings were experienced by her in the home. It was, 
as she said to me later, "Like everything has returned back to 
normal". Her health improved, and she is certainly a changed 
woman. I know this article will meet with some skepticism by some, 
but all we at SPI can say, is that working with psychics can 
provide some incredible results, providing information which can 
later be checked. Obviously in this case things were different, 
but it would be totally unprofessional of me not to provide you 
with all the facts strange as though those facts may be!

I have worked with Spirits for over twenty-five years . I have 
encountered some pitiful ones, some great ones, some weak ones, 
some powerful ones.

Native little people in the Americas are less humanized and 
domesticated than their counterparts in Europe and Africa. 
Consequently, they are not as often associated with ghosts, 
especially human ones. But many bonds still exist. Links between 
ghosts and small humanoids in the Americas result from common 
origins, abodes, energies, and fears. 

Since most little people and ghosts come from the earth, it is 
not surprising that Euro-Americans and their dualistic sky 
religions would regard them as evil. Tommyknockers are 2' dwarf¬ 
like pranksters who live in mines. Some Utah and Montana miners 
felt they were sinister forces or ghosts of dead miners. Nain 
rouge ("red dwarf"), a demon of Detroit, was the ghost of a red¬ 
faced being. His cold eyes glittered and his teeth protruded. He 
did nothing but evil. 

Some native traditions probably were influenced by Euro- 
Americans. Sombreron is a dwarf and ghost who tenpts Tzetzal Maya 
on lonely spots in Guatemala. Truk ghosts could appear as small 
Micronesians who sicken people by biting them. Many Paiute in the 
Great Basin view all or most of their small humanoids as evil 
spirits. The word for ghost and "evil spirit" is the same. Wati' 
were cannibalistic ghosts of the Tatuyo in northwestern Brazil. 
Curupir ("Forest Ghost") of the Jivaro in Ecuador had an ugly and 
frightening face. He is a passivity that causes men to whisper in 
daylight and drives them mad. Tupinamba's Aya, an evil spirit, is 
also a name for Tenetehara ghosts in Brazil. 

Fear of ghosts often derives from a fear of invasion of the 
living world or bodies by the dead or their agents, disease. 
"Pains", also called Ya(pau)paytu or Yapaitu (kokes, dokos), cause 
disease by lodging in a Wintun's body. Trinity Co. Wintun in 
California call similar beings "ghosts", "spirits", or "dead ones", 
but the term was also used for Euro-Americans, as in yapitu wintun, 
glossed as "poison people". 

Fear of the intrusion of the dead into the realm of the living 
can be combined with the guilt of losing a young child. The 
malevolent and cannibal goosile are bush spirits from dead foetuses 
of Melanesians who break tabus during pregnancy. As ghosts, they 
also are called oo. Tzotzil, "big hats" are of two kinds of non- 
Indians. One is the ghost of unbaptized babies. "Water spirits" 
live in water near a Fijian island in the Rewa River delta. They 
come from miscarriages of Polynesians of rank. They were once 
known as Fearful Spirits. 

Anchimallen is a child or witch ghost (form) who appears to 




Mapuche and Hispanics in Chile as an 18 to 24 inch-tall, ugly 
white-dressed pygmy. The male aspect of Anchimallen is a baby 
stolen by witches or a ghost made from human bones, a fate avoided 
by burying a baby near one's house. 

Afro-Americans also tend to view their little people/ghosts as 
evil. Baku in Haiti are evil sorcerers, humanoid spirits with red 
eyes and legs. Known in Guyana and the Dominican Republic, baka at 
times can come from evil human ghosts or unbaptized children who 
die in childbirth. Bakru form Suriname are made from dead body 
parts and are animated by ghosts. Baka also are now ghosts who eat 
Haitians. Drolls among blacks in the U.S. are the spirits of 
children who died painfully. Matintaperera is an evil Hispanic and 
Afro-American spirit with a phosphorescent face like that of many 
human ghosts. In Ita' she or, less often, he, is a ghost. 

Although only about 30 types of American little people out of 
about 600 come from ghosts, small humanoids often are associated 
with ghosts in ways other than just originating from them. One 
common association is that both ghosts and little people usually 
live underground, where most dead are buried. P'uz turned to stone 
when the sun first rose in Guatemala. The survivors or similar 
beings now live underground with human Yucatec ghosts. Amarhiri 
known to Yanomamo in Brazil come from human ghosts. They 
unintentionally drown people by dragging them to their underground 
homes. 

Euro-American tales of ghosts and little people may reflect a 
fear of death not so dominant among many Native Americans. Native 
ghosts/dwarfs tend to be both helpful and harmful. For example, 
both ghosts and little people sponsor shamans and their curing 
abilities in many cultures. The Pilaga paya'k in Argentina refers 
to little people and to powerful ghosts, such as from dead shamans. 
Only ghosts give stronger power to Shoshone curers in Wyoming than 
do Na-na dwarfs. The Seed Eater Shoshone band believed that the 
strongest curing power was obtained from ghosts and mountain 
dwarfs. Guya of the Porno in California were monkey-like spirits 2- 
3' tall. These spirits ("devils" or "ghosts") were part of the 
"Outside People". A Porno summer feast, inpersonation dance, and 
songs atoned for offending Outside People and kept them in good 
humor. Then they helped to punish Porno offenders and cure 
sickness. 

Both ghosts and little people serve as psychoponps, those who 
guide the newly dead to the land of the dead. Nunnehi usually are 
spirits who look and speak like Cherokee, but they at times appear 
as tall Cherokee ghosts who guide the dead and/or are part of the 
Little People. Dying may attract little people and ghosts as well 
as making them more visible through windows of altered 
consciousness. 

Perhaps because humans lose heat when they die, ghosts are 
associated with coldness. So are little people. Inga and Hispanic 
dwarfs in South America felt cold. Wild Man in British Columbia 
felt icy to Kwakiutl. Illness from Mayan, Nahuatl, and Zoque 
dwarfs in MesoAmerica was "cold" and therefore was treated with 
"hot" remedies both high in temperature and in spices. As with 
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some ghosts, psychics and seance levitations (Holroyd, 
1975:55,107), a sudden chill heralds approaching Anglo fairies. 

Though human dead and little people often share being old, 
ethereal, dark, mediators, cold, cave-dwellers, phosphorescent, 
psychopomps, shaman helpers and invisible, most little people and 
ghosts aren't the same. Unlike most little people, ghosts most 
often occur around or in human dwellings. Unlike ghosts, most 
dwarfs can die. When a Flathead died in Montana so did his dwarf, 
becoming a "spirit ghost". 

Unlike ghosts, most American little people don't symbolize or 
personify death alone for many reconcile death and life as well as 
the (non)human. Some, like Ona dwarfs of Chile, are of a nature 
between people and dead souls. Ojibwa Little People come from 
souls between the human world and the land of the dead. 

Many dwarfs mediated between ghosts and humans. Crow dwarfs 
in Montana are enemies to Mornings tar and belong to the sky, ghost, 
and water beings, a clan called "Without Fires". The other clan 
are the earth beings. But Awakure' at times seem to be in both 
clans. Some Crow said they lacked fire; others said they used it 
for cooking. 

Little people often counter ghosts rather than being them 
themselves. Tokway is a feared yet cherished trickster who 
embodies "Mataconess" in Argentina. He made death permanent by 
scaring away returning ghosts. Ute water babies gave power to stop 
bullets or cure any illness, especially those caused by ghosts. 
When Snuqualmie shamans in Washington began a spirit canoe to 
recover souls from ghosts. Little Earths came running, demanding to 
be taken along. Little Earths held the ghosts until the shamans 
killed them and rescued the souls. 

A Quileute seer near the north Washington coast had a guardian 
spirit dwarf who gave hear a carved rattle wrapped in cedar bark 
and with dentalium tied to it. She could foretell when visitors 
came. Her spirit helped recover a soul stolen by a ghost. Dwarfs 
taught a Tachi shaman in California how to cure ghost fright. 

People who fear or deny death also may fear what humans link 
death to: time loss, darkness, decay, madness, sleep, helplessness, 
and the unknown -- ways or times imps and ghosts can most likely 
hurt humans. Such people may not be ready for the lessons that 
dwarfs teach and so are scared off during vision quests, as among 
Northern Paiute, NaDene, Pueblo, Sioni, and whites who embody their 
fear of death as ghosts, witches or doomsday may rarely see little 
people. Separation from nature may heighten one's fear of death, 
as among some witches. 

Little people as ghosts are likely only in priestly religions 
where links with non-human nature have been partly cut. Thus, 
Yanomamo priests have hviman ghosts as tiny hekura while the hekura 
of shamans are the "vital principles" of plants and animals. Fear 
of death also fuels totalitarianism, the neotenic willingness to 
follow tyrants so as to get a portion of their "immortality". In 
contrast, a Tolupan dwarf in Nicaragua dissuaded a god bestowing 
immortality on humans as this would have meant destroying Earth. 

Some American little people teach humans not to fear death. 
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but to use it to propel them to a more expansive plane of 
existence. A little man among Afro-Americans in Alabama both 
announces death and brings good fortune. Only if Arapaho dwarfs in 
Colorado are killed can they go to a pleasant world. Little people 
and their shamanic links suggest that the way to a open, long and 
rich life is through at least symbolic rebirth. Death in at least 
the Great Basin is a metaphor for trance or other altered states 
used in meeting little people (Whitley, 1992). With death and 
decay comes new life and value, as in the Ona dwarf colored like 
rotten wood in Chile or the scared rotten wood of a Dakota elk. 

Acceptance of individual death doesn't condone the death of 
species, ecosystems or Earth. Extinction is the end of birth, a 
horror to hunchbacks/dwarfs who personify creativity or fertility 
in a dozen tribes. Dwarfs protect animals and plants even though 
extinction may increase dwarf populations. 

This odd effect may come from some native little people being 
psychic fields echoing through aeons rather than individual ghosts, 
such as an Afro-Brazilian dwarf from a slave beaten to death. Just 
as people and their artifacts may leave mental imprints of their 
emotional deaths, to be picked up by sensitives and interpreted as 
ghosts, so may the murder of a culture or species leave its mark in 
the form of elf images seen by a sensitive few. In Great Britain, 
individual "ghosts" seem to last several hundred years before 
fading away; those of human races or other animals may take aeons. 
The fields they create both help create visions and in turn are 
strengthened over time by human belief in their validity. 

Long-lasting memory helps atone for genocide, an at-ones with 
and for past deeds. Brazilians wiped out the Mbaya culture but now 
see a Mybaya as a duende. "Trolls" may record the slow 
extermination of Negrito tribes by Malay settlers invading Pacific 
Islands. Ancient Aymara may have given their name to a lone dwarf 
in Bolivia. Sightings of little people increased after the Civil 
War destroyed the slave-based culture of the South. Dwarfs became 
spirits when Spokan first came to Washington and perhaps displaced 
an earlier culture. If touched, artifacts by ancient groups may 
activate memories left by their owners. An Ojibwa inside a dwarf's 
home heard 30-year-old prayers of his grandmother. Sbast, Mapuche, 
and Numic shape-shifters could be found near ancient artifacts. 

Ancient human ghosts, if we may call them that, may merge with 
non-human spirits, especially species killed by man. Sightings of 
supposedly extinct animals include Tasmanian tigers in Australia, 
giant ground sloths in Patagonia, condors in Illinois and moas in 
New Zealand. There are links of names and appearances between non¬ 
human dwarfs and extinct and nearly extinct Caribbean owls in 
Dominica. Irocjuois, Huron and Montagnais dwarfs in the Northeast 
are associated with what may be extinct mastodons while Snuqualmie 
little people are connected to giant elks. Before meeting elves, 
ancient forests appear in Newfoundland. 

If some visions of little people may be triggered by racial 
memories, then our increasing global extinction of species and 
cultures may increase experiences of ghosts and non-human dwarfs. 
Encounters may increase but most little people who originate from 
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or are altered by extinctions probably now appear as shape- 
shifters, more like Euro-American fairies and aliens. As Native 
American cultures lose their belief in their own distinctive non¬ 
human dwarfs, the overall diversity of dwarf tribes declines.

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Detecting Paranormal Events 

by Bill Lee (Ph.D, Physics/ AlphaLab, Salt Lake City/ Tel. 800-769-3754) 


Paranormal phenomena are often associated with physical manifestations. 
These include heat or light, moving air or objects, "hair standing on end" sta¬ 
tic electricity, electromagnetic disturbances, etc. Each type of manifestation 
requires a certain minimum level of energy in order to be detected, and this 
level varies widely depending on the type of manifestation. For instance, a 
thermal viewer, which can "see" heat, needs a volume of air to warm up by at 
least 1°F to be visible. A 1 ft. cubed volume of air requires about 30 watt- 
seconds of energy to heat l“F. However, in the same volume, a flash of light 
in a darkened room only requires about a billionth of a watt-second to be barely 


visible at 10 feet. Below

Events with high energy are rare in paranormal research, so a detector 
which requires the least energy is the most likely to work in a given situation. 
Just using your eyes in a dark room can work fairly well, except that living 
people do not generally emit light, hence it is probably more difficult for any 
spirit entity to do the same. Also, in order to sustain visibility for a few 
seconds requires about 100 times as much energy as shown in the list ("Light"). 
Quantum effects (which require no energy) and static electric field (which re¬ 
quires only a minuscule amount) are probably the most easily detected. Quantum 
effects are of questionable usefulness, however. 

Some research suggests that people can affect 
coincidence events directly by thought, but the 
effect is weak. Electric fields are likely to 
be the best because they are emitted by people 
and require very little energy.. Thermal viewing 
although lately popular, requires a very large 
amount of energy for a spirit to manifest itself. 

I designed the original TriField® meter, 
which has been used on several TV shows for ghost 
hunting. I don't believe this meter is very ef¬ 
fective however, because it measures artificial 
(AC) electric and magnetic fields, and not static 
fields which are emitted by people. The new Nat¬ 
ural EM meter (at right) overcomes these problems 
and does not pick up interference from household 
AC lines. It is available for sale or rental at 
a discount to Ghost Research Society members.
